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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-11 are pending in the application. 

Elect i on/Res tri c ti ons 

Newly submitted claim 11 is directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
claim 11 is directed to a product prepared by the 
process of claim 1 (i.e., process of making and product 
made) .
